YOU  have  now  upwards  of  fifty  Years 
felt  the  Burthen  of  a  foreign  Yoke, 
and  a  little  Reflexion  will  make  you 
fenfible  what  Advantages  were  propoled  by 
changing  the  lineal  Succeffion  to  the  Crown, 
and  how  far  your  Views  have  been  anfwered. 

i mo.  It  wras  propofed  to  eftablifli  both 
your  civil  and  facred  Rights  on  an  invariable 
Bottom. 

ido.  To  detach  England  from  all  foreign 
Dependence  whatlbever  ;  and  for  this  Reafon 
the  very  Act  of  Succeffion  declares,  That  no 
King  fhould  go  abroad  without  the  Content 
of  Parliament,  and  that  Britain  Ihould  have 
no  Concern  with  any  foreign  Dominions  be- 
longing to  the  Electors  of  Hannover. 

These  are  the  two  principal  Points  in 
View,  and  how  far  they  have  been  attended 
to,  will  appear  if  any  Gentleman  will  be  id 
kind  to  reply  to  the  following  Queries, 

Have  not  the  meaneft  Tools  and  worth- 
I  lefs  Party-Scriblers  been  preferred  to  the  high- 
eft  Ecclefiaftical  Dignities  ?  Has 
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Has  it  not  been  the  high  Road  to  Pre- 
ferment, to  revile  all  Church  Difcipline  and 
Power,  to  turn  the  high  Myfteries  of  Religi- 
on into  little  better  than  Ridicule,  as  Witnefs 
Dr.  Hoadky's  ( the  favourite  Bifhop's )  plain 
Account  of  the  Sacrament  ? 

Have  not  fuch,  who  could  procure  a 
few  Votes  for  a  Member  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  been,  without  any  other  Recom- 
mendation, advanced,  as  Witnefs  in  Dr.  Mad- 
doxy  on  that  Account  alone,  made  Bifhop  of 
SuAfaph? 

Have  not  fome  Bifhopricfcs  been  Ican- 
daloufly  fold  by  the  Ufurfers  Whores,  as  in 
the  Cafe  of  Dr.  King  Arch-biihop  of  Du- 
blin ? 

In  prefenting  to  all  Cures,  has  Merit 
been  look'd  into,  or  any  other  Qualification, 
than  who  had  the  greateft  Intereft  with  the 
Minifler  ? 

Have  not  the  Biftiops  wrote  for,  and 
warmly  argued  for  the  Repeal  of  the  Teft  and 
Schifni ABs? 

Have  they  not  generally  been  conlpi- 
cuous,  for  treading  in  the  dirty  Steps  of  every 
Miniftry,  tho*  engaged  in  Meafures  direftly 
opposite  to  one  another,  which  flows  from 
nothing  but  a  Confcience  too  pliable,  and  ar- 
gues, the  Church  but  ill  provided  with  Pa- 
yors, who  would  defend  her  in  Time  of  Dan- 
ger? 

Was 
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Was  not  the  Convocation  the  lame  Bar- 
rier to  the  Liberties  of  the  Rnglifh  Church, 
as  the  Parliament  is  to  the  civil  Liberties  of 
England? 

Was  not  the  one  defigned  to  prevent 
the  Extenfion  of  the  Diocefan's  Prerogative, 
as  the  other  was  to  prevent  the  regal  Autho- 
rity from  being  flretched  without  its  legal 
Bounds? 

#Is  it  not  evident/  that  an  ufeleis  Convo- 
cation, is  the  lame  with  an  ulelels  and  nomi- 
nal Parliament  ? 

Is  it  not  evident,  that  the  Churches  Pri- 
vileges are  extinguifhed,  and  a  Door  opened 
to  arbitrary  Decrees  of  the  Diocefans,  to  A- 
theifm^  Infidelity ',  and  Trophaunefs,  by  deftroy- 
ing  the  Power  of  Convocations  ? 

Is  it  not  Fail,  that  during  the  two  laft 
Reigns  of  the  Ufur^ers^  the  Convocations  have 
been  totally  fuperfeded  ? 

Is  it  not  Fad,  that  within  thele  thirty 
Years,  Aiheifm  and  Infidelity  has  fpread  as  a 
Torrent,  and  no  Care  taken  to  fupprels  them  ? 

And  is  it  not  then  evident,  that  the 
Rights  of  the  Church  are  extinguifhed  inftead 
of  being  fettled  on  an  invariable  Bottom  ? 

Has  not  all  this  been  the  Confequence 
of  the  Revolution  ?

Has  either  Magna  Charta^  or  Claim  of 
Right  been  obferved  ?

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Have  not  penal  Laws  been  enacted  con- 
trary to  both  ? 

Is  not  the  Subjects  Liberty  reftrained, 
and  themfelves  enflaved  by  the  Excife  Laws' 
whereby  every  Puny-Officer  can  at  all  Hours' 
rifle  the  Houfe  of  the  bell  Nobleman  in  Bri- 
tain ? 

Is  not  the  Freedom  of  Parliament  the 
only  Security  for  the  Subje&s  Liberty? 

Have  not  the  groffeft  Briberies,  and 
moft  undue  Influence  been  ufed  not  only  in 
Elections,  but  to  procure  Votes  to  fupnort 
the  dirtieft  Jobs  ? 

Have  not  thefe  corrupted  Members  re- 
pealed the  Charter  of  the  People's  Liberties, 
by  receding  from  the  Magna  Chart  a,  the 
Claim  of  Right,  the  Ad  of  Succeffion,  &c  ? 

Is  not  Lady  Tolly  Walpole,  the  Dutchefs 
of  Kendal,  and  the  Counteis  ofTarmouth,  laft- 
ing  Monuments  of  the  Englijh  Nobility's  been 
put  on  a  Par  with  adulterous  Baftards  and 
Whores  ? 

Have  not  exorbitant,  nay,  infupport- 
able  Taxes  been  impofed  to  ferve  Interells 
entirely  foreign  to  the  Concerns  of  Old  Eng- 
land f 

Has  not  feveral  hundred  thoufand  Lives, 
and  a  hundred  Millions  Sterling  been  expend- 
ed to  defend  Holland  and  Hannover,  Places 
with  which  England  has  no  Connection  ? 

Was 
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Was  not  Holland,  before  the  id88,  re- 
duced to  fb  low  a  Pafs  that  it  could  not  fup- 
port  itfelf,  and  had  not  England  at  that  Time 
the  Trade  of  the  whole  World  in  its  Hands  ? 

Is  not  Holland  now  rich  and  powerful, 
extending  an  univerlal  Commerce  ,at  the  Ex- 
pence  of  England,  and  is  not  this  owing  to 
foreign  Princes  attending  to  foreign,  inftead 
of  national  Concerns  ? 

Was  not  Hannover  the  punieft  poorefl 
Electorate  in  Germany  ?  Is  it  not  now  rich, 
fwarming  with  Brit't/b  Money,  its  Subjeds 
vying  in  nominal  Dignities  and  Riches  with 
the  old  TLnglijh  Peers  ? 

Has  not  it  been  the  Centre  of  the  Bri- 
ttfb  Coin  ?  And  has  not  that  Coin  purchafed 
'Bremen  and  Verden,  &c.  to  add  to  that  Ele- 
ctorate ? 

Is  it  not  the  annual  Refort  of  its  Duke, 
attended  by  Multitudes  of  Englijhmen,  where 
the  Expences  run  fo  high,  that  to  ufe  good 
Oeconomy  is  looked  on  as  unpardonable  ? 

Is  not  this  draining  the  Nation  of  its 
Wealth,  and  if  long  perfifted  in,  muft  reduce 
it  to  Beggary  and  Paper  Credit? 

Is  not  England  60  Millions  in  Debt,  oc- 
cafioned  by  foreign  Princes  attending  to   fo- 
reign Concerns,  by  hiring  all  that  would  hire, 
f  giving  Subfidies,  and,  in  the  End,  for  becom- 
ing the  Laugh  and  the  Dupe  of  all  Europe? 

Were  not  kthe  German  Princes  fb  fenfi- 

fiblc, 
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ble,  that  England  would  be  facrificed  to  the 
Intereft  of  Hannover,  that  did  they  not  re- 
fufe  to  draw  a  Sword,  when  even  their  own 
Dominions  were  attacked,  until  Britain  firft 
paid  their  Troops  ?  The  48,000  L.  to  the 
Duke  de  Aremberg,  for  putting  the  Auftrian 
Troops  in  Motion  is  an  Evidence  of  this. 

Is  not  England  like  to  groan  under  hea- 
vier Burdens  by  the  extravagant  Taxes  laft 
Year  impofed,   and  which  will  probably  be( 
encreafed  as  the  Occafion  is  greater  ?- 

Have  not  the  Duties  payable  by  the 
Merchants  on  Goods  imported,  enabled  all  Eu- 
rope to  underfel  them? 

The  Goods  exported  have  they  not  been 
taxed  and  excifed  ? 

Have  not  other  Nations  run  away  with 
the  valuable  Woollen  Manufa&ory,  that  old 
and  lure  Source  of  Riches  to  England^  and 
Means  of  employing  the  Poor  ? 

Have  not  the  Minifters  of  the  Ele&or 
of  Hannover,  difcouraged  every  Propoftl  for 
reftoring  that  beneficial  Branch  of  Trade  ? 

Has  not  this  Difcouragement  obliged 
the  poor  Clothiers  and  Weavers,  on  account 
of  the  Lownefs  of  their  Wages,  to  retire  to 
France,  where  they  are  ferving  England  the 
lame  Sauce  that  the  Flemings  did  Antwerp 
two  hundred  Years  ago,  when  they  brought 
oyer  theMetfo&iof  manufacturing  our  Wooll? 

Is  not  the  iLinen  Manufactory  negleded, 

and 
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and  whatever  Parliamentary  Puffs  arc  annually 

giveft;yethow  can  that  Branch  of  our  Manufa- 
cture thrive,  when  there  is  a  fevere  Duty  laid  on 
all  the  Materials  for  Bleaching? 

Do  riot  thefe  Duties  allow  Holland  and 
Germany  to  underfill  us  ? 

And  is  it  not  evident  that  thefe  Duties 
are  continued,  and  the  Linen  Manufactory  dis- 
couraged, to  enable  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick's 
German  Subjects  to  furnifh  our  Plantations,  as 
they  can  do  it,  at  very  eafy  Rates? 

As  the  national  Debts  are  increafing,  af- 
ter what  Manner  can  thele  concerned  in  the 
publick  Funds  propofe  Payment,  as  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  has  been  facrilegioufly  proftituted 
and  mi/pent  in  idle  Negotiations,  expenftve 
Campaigns,  and  fruitlefs  Parades  ? 

Is  it  not  evident  that  as  tne  Debts  have 
been  annually  increafing,lb  the  Delay  of  Payment 
muft  proportionally  increaie,  and  by  political 
Ariihmetick,  in  a  few  Years  England 'muft  in- 
fallibly be  bankrupt  ? 

-In   this  Situation,  is  it  not  rational  to 
confider  what  Methods  are  molt  proper  to  fe- 
^  cure  the  Proprietors  of  the  publick  Stocks  ?

Is  it  not  pre&^ble  to  turn  an  Eye  to  a 

Family,  whole  hifnKii  Revenue  fcarce  evera- 

mounted  to  a  Thircfiof  what  is  now  annually 

xaifed,  and  was  feldom  aFou'jifr:;'  yet^with  that, 

B  maintained 
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maintained  the  Honour  of  England,  and  made 
itfelf  refpc&ed  by  all  Europe? 

Can  a /Family,  lb  vifibly  detached  from 
Britijb  Interefl,  mind  the  Concerns  of  a  Bri- 
ton, who  affifted  their  impatient,  nay  impetu- 
ous Cravings  ? 

Is  it  not  more  eligible  to  expe&  in  due 
Time  Payment  from  Princes,  natural  Princes, 
who  neither  have  nor  can  have  any  foreign  Con- 
cern, who  have  no  Way  to  fend  Money  out 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  whofe  Security  mufi  de- 
pend on  the  Affe&ion  of  their  People,  as  they 
have  no  Way  of  Retreat,  nor  any  foreign  Ter- 
ritory to  take  Shelter  in ;  than  from  one,  who 
the  more  he  has  got,  the  more  he  has  de- 
manded, the  more  the  Cry  has  been  againft  fo- 
reign Concerns,  the  more  he  has  attended  to1 
them,  the  more  the  DiiTatisfa&ion  at  fending, 
Money  abroad,  the  more  he  has  pra&ifed  it  ? 

Is  there  not,  by  joining  to  your  natural 
Prince,  an  infallible  Method  of  fatisfying  in  a 
little  Time  all  the  publick  Debts? 

Is  there  not,  by  joining  with  the  Ufurper, 
as  infallible  a  View  of  being  further  drained, 
and  never  touching  a  Penny  ;  as  the  more  you 
lend  the  more  will  be  asked,  and  the  more  fe- 
queftrated  for  the  Ufe  of  Hannover  f 

Should  not  Englijhmen  love  thole  Prin- 
ces who  love  them,  and  repoie  their  Confi- 
dence in  that  Affection?  How  well  th&Ufurger 
has  lov'd  you,  let  your  Blood,  your  Trealure

fathers,  the  Decay  of  your  Trade,  the  Bri- 
bery, the  Corruption,  the  univerfal  Depravity 
of  Manners,  the  allowing  puny  Hannoveriansy 
not  longfince  content  to  dine  on  a  Turnep,  to 
wallow  in  your  Riches,  and  fatten  themlelves 
with  the  Spoils  of  your  honcft  Induftry,  bear 
Witnefs ;  Are  you  Men,  and  can  you  bear  it  ? 
But  how  well  the  Prince,  that  now 
claims  his  undoubted  Right,  loves  you,  ap- 
pears ;  he  came  alone,  a  fmall  Retinue  of  fix 
Perfbns  were  all  that  attended  a  Prince,  the 
lineal  Heir,  thro'  a  Succeffion  of  aooo  Years :

Have  you  not  been  dragg'd  in  a  diftion- 
ourable  Manner,  to  ferve  contrary  to  your  In- 
clinations ? 

If  thefe  are  Facts,  Gentlemen,  exert  your- 
felves  for  the  Honour  of  Old  England^  your 
Prince,  and  the  Royal  Navy  :  The  Time  was, 
when  the  rough  Sons  of  Neptune,  in  a  bad 
Caufe,  difarm'd  their  Superiors,  and  fhall  they 
be  more  remiis  now,  in  a  Caule  fb  glorious  ?

imo,  As  to  the  firft,  Pray,  my  dear 
Countrymen,  Did  the  moft  furious  Whig  ob- 
ject to  the  Prince  of  Orange's  landing  1 6000 
Dutch  in  the  Year  1688?  If  there  were 
Grievances  then,  there  are  more  now,  but  flill 
the  Englijb  Spirit  prevailed  ;  and  tho'  •  that 
Prince,  with  Tears,  Ibught  to  be  Arbitrary 
by  keeping  his  Dutch-Guards  ;  yet  the  Com- 
mons obliged  him  to  difpatch  them  for  Hol- 
land.

That  your  Religion  and  Liberties  may  not 
crumble  to  Ruin  by  the  corrupted  Part  of 
yourielves  :  For  as  former  Rulers  hy  the 
Sword  attempted  their  Demolition,  fo  the 
prefcnt  Ufurper  has  craftily  undermin'd  them 
by  little  Arts  and  notorious  Bribery.
